Please amend the claims as follows: 

1 . (Currently Amended) A method of updating diagnostic information 
comprising: 

detecting machine information; 

detecting diagnostic information corresponding to the machine 
information; 

including updated diagnostic script, application and information in a 
first computer; 

communicating the updated diagnostic script, application and 
information to a second computer via a network;-af^ 

causing on e of a p l urality of d i agnostic routin e s supported by th o 
machine to b e se le ctab l e for e x e cution accord i ng to th e d i agnostic 
i nformation, and to causo another of tho diagnostic rout i nes, not supported by 
tho machine, to b e come not sel e ctab l e for ex e cut i on. 

the second computer comparing the diagnostic script, application and 
information communicated from the first computer to determine whether a 
newer version of each exists; and 

if the newer version exists, the second computer downloading the 
newer version from the first computer. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 

displaying an indicator corresponding to the one of the plurality of 
diagnostic routines. 
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(Original) The method of claim 2, wherein the indicator includes a graphical 
representation of a component corresponding to the one of the plurality of 
diagnostic routines and a textual representation of the component. 

(Original) The method of claim 3, further comprising: 
selecting the indicator; and 

executing the one of the plurality of diagnostic routines in response to 
the selecting. 

(Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the machine information includes 
an operating system type and a machine type, and wherein the diagnostic 
information includes a list of included components corresponding to the 
operating system type and a list of excluded components corresponding to 
the machine type. 

(Original) The method of claim 5, wherein a component corresponding to the 
one of the plurality of diagnostic routines is included in the list of included 
components, and wherein the component is not included in the list of 
excluded components. 

(Currently Amended) A computer system comprising: 
a first computer including: 
a processor; and 

a memory coupled to the processor; 

the memory including a diagnostic script, a diagnostic 
application including a plurality of diagnostic routines, updated 
diagnostic information, and machine information; 
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the diagnostic scr i pt being executable by the processor to caus e 
th e m a ch i ne i nformat i on to bo r oa d, to cause a portion of th o updat e d 
diagnost i c informat i on corr e sponding to th e mach i n e information to b e 
r e ad, and to caus e on e of th o p l ural i ty of d i agnost i c rout i n e s i n th e 
diagnost i c applicat i on support e d by th e comput e r system to b e com e 
s e l e ctab le for e x e cut i on by th e proc e ssor according to the port i on of 
the updated d i agnost i c i nformat i on, and to causo another of th e 
d i agnostic routines, not supported by tho computer system, to become 
not s ele ctab le for e x e cution; 

a second computer; 

a communications network; 

the first computer and second computer being configured to 
communicate using the communications network; an4 

th e first comput e r b ei ng conf i gur e d to d e t e ct s e cond diagnost i c 
i nformat i on on th e second comput e r and to r e ceiv e and updat e th e 
second diagnost i c i nformation. 

communicating the updated diagnostic script, application and 
information to the second computer via the network; 

the second computer comparing the diagnostic script, 
application and information communicated from the first computer to 
determine whether a newer version of each exists; and 

if the newer version exists, the second computer downloading 
the newer version from the first computer. 

8. (Original) The computer system of claim 7, wherein the diagnostic script is 

executable by the processor to cause an indicator corresponding to the one of 
the plurality of diagnostic routines to be displayed. 
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9. (Original) The computer system of claim 8, wherein the indicator includes a 
graphical representation of a component corresponding to the one of the 
plurality of diagnostic routines and a textual representation of the component. 

10. (Original) The computer system of claim 9, wherein the processor is 
configured to execute the one of the plurality of diagnostic routines in 
response to the indicator being selected. 

1 1 . (Previously Presented) The computer system of claim 7, wherein the 
machine information includes an operating system type and a machine type, 
and wherein the updated diagnostic information includes a list of included 
components corresponding to the operating system type and a list of 
excluded components corresponding to the machine type. 

12. (Original) The computer system of claim 1 1 , further comprising: 

a component coupled to the processor; 

wherein the component is included in the list of included components 
and not included in the list of excluded components, and wherein the 
component corresponds to the one of the plurality of diagnostic routines.

(Currently Amended) A computer system comprising: 



a first computer including: 
a processor; 

a memory coupled to the processor; 

the memory including a diagnostic script, a plurality of 
diagnostic routines, first diagnostic information, and machine 
information; 

the diagnostic script being executable by the processor to cause 
the machine information to be read, to cause a portion of the first 
diagnostic information corresponding to the machine information to be 
read, and to cause one of the plurality of diagnostic routines supported 
by the computer system to become selectable for execution by the 
processor according to the portion of the first diagnostic information, 
and to cause another of the diagnostic routines, not supported by the 
computer system to be not selectable for execution; 

a second computer; 

a communications network; 

the first computer and second computers being configured to 
communicate using the communications network; and 

th e f i rst comput e r be i ng configured to d e t e ct and compar e 
s e cond d i agnost i c i nformat i on on th e s e cond comput e r and to r e c ei v e 
th o s e cond diagnost i c informat i on;
